Fhe skilled staff of tho Bucks County Health 
Department is an important tool for the job of pro­ 
tecting tin* present and future health of the coun­ 
ty’s 308,567 citizens. 


A public health nurse discovers a communicable 
disease in a child and sends him to a clinic or a 
doctor. A sanitarian observes how fast a prospec­ 
tive home site soaks up water before approving the 
plans for a sewage disposal system. Eac h, in a sin­ 
gle job, is protecting many people from disease. 


Hie health department has two divisions for its 
work, the nursing bureau, with 19 nurses and su­ 


pervisors and the environmental health bureau, 
with 15 skilled persons. 


Dr. William J . Meyer, director of the health 
department, hires tho personnel, of which the tech­ 
nical and professional employes are protected by a 
m erit system under state law. The Bucks County 
Budlet of Health, under which Dr. Meyers serves, 
must approve the appointment of his executives. 


Ihe state requires a county health board to 
have at least two physicians as members. 


Bucks County’s now has four. They are Dr. 
Raymond D. Tice, Quakertown, chairm an; Dr. An­ 
thony L. Zanni, Jam ison; Dr. Richard I. Darnel], 
New Hope and Dr. Robert F. Erhard, Bristol. The

One is de­ 
signed to give the President the 
new military manpower authority 
which he requested Tuesday. 


The other would authorize the 
Army, Navy and Air Force to 
spend an additional $958,570,000 
for planes, 
ships and 
missiles. 
Chairman Richard B. Russell, D- 
Ga . said he hoped the committee 
would act favorably on both meas­ 
ures today. 


McNamara and Gen Lyman L 
L*mnitzer, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, test died behind 
closed doors. McNamara outlined 
the President’s plans to a Senate

Wednesday.
